In answer to your Eo 3787 of 1908, dated the 7th December 
1908, 1 have the honour to state as following : — 

P"or the Matriculation Examination in Arabic for the year 
1910 at the instance of Dr. Horovitz selections from Majaml Adah 
along with other selections have been prescribed. The Majaml 
Adab is printed and published at Beyroui, Syria. It consists of six 
parts and cannot be had in India. Its publishers are willing to 
sell the complete set of six parts, but they are not willing to sell 
only the part from which selections have been prescribed. That 
being the case the book is not available to the students who 
generally are of very limited means and who cannot afford to 
purchase the complete set of six parts of the Majaml Adab for the 
sake of reading only a few selections of the same. 

The way out of the difficulty which suggests itself to the 
Board is that the University should purchase a complete copy of 
Majanil Adab consisting of six parts and should arrange to have the 
selections prescribed for the Matriculation published as a sep,rate 
booklet for the use of the students.

Schools. 

I have. an application from a girl, who passed the Final Exami- 
nation in December 1907, from Wellesley High School, Naini Tab 
She passed but has failed in Latin, Euclid and Mensuration. Accord- 
ing to the rules, I cannot refuse to admit her, but she is not prepared 
for College work. 

2. In Chapter XII, para. 4, because of the special concession to 
women, a girl may take for the Matriculation her own Vernacular 
and Drawing, having no Classical Language or Science. Last year 
such a candidate joined the first year but was unable to do the work, 

For the reputation of College work for girls, I hope that these 
regulations may be changed.

Eeport of Sub-Committee appointed by Syndicate resolution 
No. 51 j dated 9th November, 1907, to eoiibider the best method of — 

1. Bringing oat the examination results. 

2, Re-examination of papers of candidates who have 

failed in one subject only. 

3 The granting of grace marks. 

4. The due consideration of any cognate question. 

It was rt solved — 

That there shall be two lists of candidates who have passed 
the J3. A. or B. Sc. Examination, The flnt list shall consist of two 
|)arts--the first part containing the names of ail siiecessful candi- 
dates for the B. A, degree, arranged in alphabetical or<ler, with 
their optional subjects indicated in the margin; the second part 
tumtainina in a similar way the names of successful B.So. students. 

The hnjond ILst shall contain the names of successful candi- 
dates grouped under the various subjects who have been placed 
in the first or second class. 

The Examiners in the B.A. and B.Sc. shall forward their 
marks by instalment to the Chairman of the Board of ExaminerwS 
who, if necessary, may appoint a tabulator. On completion the 
marks shall be laid before the Board of each section, who shall 
declare the names of those who have attained a first or second 
class, and also those who have merely passed, and further a list 
of doubtful cases, if any. 

The provisional sectional lists shall then be laid before the 
General Board (consisting of the Chairmen of the various sectional 
Boards) who shall then declare the names of camlidates worthy 
of the degree of BA. or B.Sc., and shall also draw up the 
various final sectional lists (ie,^ exclude from the |>rov!sionai 
list, the names of all who have failed to qujjhfy for the 
degree). In the case of doubtful camlulates it shall be open 
to the Board to declare a candidate to have passed or to have 
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failed ; or, befoie coming to a decision, they may, if they think fit, 
ordoi the re-examination of a paper. 

In ordei to permit effect to be given to these proposilb, it is 
recommended that the B A. and BSc. Exarmnatioiis shall begin 
as nearly as pobsihle on the 1st March, and that Examiners be 
raiiiiied to send their maiks to the various Chairmen of Boards 
ot Examiners by the 1st April Th<it any delay beyond this 
date should be penalised by a fine of Ks 50 pei diem The 
Chairman of the Board of Eximmeis tor any year should as a 
lule be the Oonvenoi of the Boaid of Moderators, hut if this le 
not possible, he should be specially appointed by the Board of 
Modeiatois, subject to (onhimation by the Syndicate There 
should he no hard and fast rule by which the success or 
class of a candidate is decided by a fixed percentage Although 
a general indication may remain, the action of the Boards should 
be mainly directed to securing a uniform standard from year to 
year. 

In the case of all examinations m the Arts or Science courses, 
the Syndicate may cause an answer paper, or answer papers, to be 
re-examined, on sufficient reason being shown for this action by 
the head of the institution to which the nnsurcessful candidate 
or candidates may belong, on payment of a fee of Bs. 5.

2 No report of the Sub-Committee, appointed by 
Faculty of Science resolution No. 19, dated the I7th Novem- 
ber, 1908, having been received, the consideration of the 
question of conferring a degree or diploma in Agriculture 
was postponed. 

3, With reference to Syndicate resolution No. 191 («j), 
dated the 19th November, 1908, the Registrar placed before 
the Meeting the following section (3) of a letter, dated the 
13feh November, 1908, from the Principal, St. John^s College, 
Agra 

As a tentative or suggested coarse in Biology for the 
Intermediate examination is already in circulation, will the 
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Syndicate kindly pronounce as to the aim which the Univer- 
sity ha-s in view in prescribing Biology for the Intermediate 
examination ? 

(a) III it to be a preparatory course for the B Sc 
examination ; or 

(h) Is it being imposed simply as a convenience to 
medical students in their preparation for 
higher studies ni a medical college ^ ” 

It was rewlved that che Syndicate be informed that 
the course m Biology for the Intermediate examination 
will fulfil both the purposes referred to by the Principal, 
St John^s College, Agra. 


4. The Meeting received the report of the Board of th« 
Studies in Biology on Syndicate resolution No. 191 (b), 
dated the 19th November, 1908, regmiiog the following 
section (2) of a letter, dated the ISth November, 1908, from 
the Principal, St. John's College, Agra ; — 

With regard to the course prescribed for 1910, it ig 
already generally conceded that it is quite impracticable 
because of its length and variety. Is the course to stand 
m it IS, or will the Board of Studies in Biology be instructed 
by the Syndicate to amend it and publish a revised course 
m soon as possible or to again prescribe the course as set 
for 1908 and 1909 r 

It was resoiaed that the Faculty is of opinion that the 
course prescribed for 1910 is not in itself impracticable, but 
in view of the fact that the Intermediate course in Biology 
does not come into force till 1911, a reduction, as proposed 
by the Board, should be made in the course for the B*Sc, 
until the examination of 1913. In 1913 the examination 
will be on the fail course {vid^ Appendix).

On registration eyer^ student shall be informed by the 
Begistrar of the registered number under which his name has 
been entered m the Eegister and that number shall be quoted m 
all subsequent reports concerning that student, and in all 
applications by that student to be admitted to a Uniyersity 
examination.

There have been instances 
when a Senate meeting was held although there 
was no important business. Most of the other 
Indian Universitiesj he pointed out^ have only 
one Senate meeting in the year. 

The Dmctor of Public Instmctwn, G. P* (Mr. Hill) 
pointed out that the Fellows of the University living at 
Nagpur and other distant places have to make previous 
arrangements for their work as they have to be away for 
about a week when they have to come to Allahabad for the 
University meetings. He therefore proposed as an amend- 
ment that Regulation 12j Chapter I, should read thus : — 

*^The Senate shall, unless otherwise directed by the 
Chancellor, meet on second Fridays in March and November 
of every year, or if a gazetted holiday happen to fall on 
such Friday, then on the first working day following such 
holiday, and may adjourn from time to time to conclude any 
iinfi.nished business. The meeting in November or that 
held in its place by order of the Chancellor shall be deemed 
the annual meeting of the Senate.” 

The Director of Public Instruction, U. P., and the 
Handle Rai Sundar Lai Bahadur accepted the amendment 
which was then put to the vote and carried.

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Mr. Jones withdrew his proposal regarding the amend- 
ment of regulation ], Chapter Xj and in proposing the ad- 
dition to regulation 5, Chapter XiV, of the following ; — 

Women shall be permitted to offer one of the following 
Modern Languages in place of a Classical Language : — 

French, German or Italian 

he maintained that the present arrangement under which 
ladies maj take a Modern Language for the Intermediate but 
not for the B. A. Examination is unsatisfactory. Of the two 
alternatives he preferred that Phench should be permitted to 
ladies for the B.A. rather than removed from the course 
of studies for the Intermediate. The B.A. Examination in 
French would of course include French, History, Literature 
and a certain amount of Philology, It would not then be 
unworthy of comparison, from the point of view of difficulty 
with Classical Languages, to which the speaker thought a 
disproportionate amount of time and labour is directed in 
English public schools and Universities. Having regard to 
the close connection between English and French Grammar, 
History, Literature and Prosody, French is a particularly 
suitable subject for English ladies. 

In seconding the proposal Mr. Jesse said that women are 
allowed to take FrencJi in the Matriculation and the Interme- 
diate Examinations bnl are stopped in the B.A. Examination. 
The omission of French from the B A. Examination is not 
logical. He admitted that the facilities of teaching the sub- 
ject were not great but they were, he maintained, not worse 
than those for Latin. 

The BorCble Sir George Knox opposed the motion and 
said that there should be no distinction in the degree exami- 
nation. The subjects for the degree examination should be 
the same for men as for women. Women themselves would 
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not, he said, like to be treated diflferently from men in the 

matter of this examination. 

m Director of Public Imtruchoa {The Hon’de J/r. de U 
Fosse) pointed out that French should either be dropped from 
the Matriculation and the Intenned, ate Examinations or it 
•should be added as a subject for the B.A. Examination.. 

Jtiahamahopadhyaya Ft. Aaityaram Bhatlachmya. 
said that up to the present time a Classical Language has 
always been considered more difficult than a Modern Lan- 
guage. If women were allowed to take the degree with 
Flench as one of their subjects, it would not be fair to place 
them on the .same footing with men, so far at least as the 
award of medals and scholarships was concerned. These 
medals and scholarships would otherwise in future go to w'omen 
for the most part a.s their second language marks would 
swell their aggregate marks. He also pointed out that if a 
Modern European Language is to be added a.s a subject for 
the B.A. Examination for the convenience of European 
Ladies, why should not an Indian vernacular be similarly 
added for the benefit of their Indian sisters. 

Thepioposal by Mr. Jones was then put to the vote 

and carried, 

V.— Proposal by Mr M.B. Cameron that for regulation 
I, Chapter IV, of the University Eegulations, 
toe follou'ing be substituted : — * 

I. “Each Board of studies shall meet in March. The 
courses suggested shall be printed and circulated to all the 
Fellows and co-opted Members of the faculties. All remarks 
or proposals connected therewith shall be communicated to 
the Conveners of the various Boards by the end of Septem- 
ber and shall be considered at Meetings of the Boards 
convened, if necessary, for that purpose, in November. The 
recommendations of each Board shall then be reported to the 
faculty by which it was elected and the Faculty shall forward 
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its report thereon to the Sjndicate. Except when otherwise 
irected by the Syndicate^ the report shall be sent to the 
Registrar m time to allow of its being printed and circulated 
to the members of the Syndicate before the next xMeetiiig.

Examination prepared by the Board of Studies in Arabic and

It was resolmcl that the convener of the Board be re- 
quested to supply a short note stating the authois used in 
the compilaton for the purpose of circulation to the members 
of the Faculty bofore the next Meeting, and that the book 
be circulated to all the members of the Board of Studies. 

16 the Meeting proceeded to consider the following 
proposal by Mr. Cameron : — “ 

'• That the Faculty of Aits recommend to the Senate 
that section 4, Chapter XIV, of the University 
Regulations, be amended to read as follows 
Every candidate for the B A. Degree .shall be 
requrred to pass a qualifying examination in 
English and to show a competent knowledge of 
three distinct branches of study. 
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The branches recognised are — 

Group A — (a) Elnglish Language and Literature. 

(h) Classical Language and Literature. 

Group B — (a) Philosophy. 

(b) Political Economy. 

(c) History. 

(rl) Mathematics or A Science subject (Phy- 
sics, Chemistry or Biology). 

It shall be open to the canididate to offer himself for 
examination in one subject from Gxmiip A and two subjects 
from Group B. 

d/r. Cameron — Wlien about 15 months ago Hast made a 
proposal of this sort it was as an amendment to another proposal 
and was sent in too late to be printed and circulated amongst 
the members of the Faculty. My proposal seemed to me 
then to suffer from being but imperfectly understood. I 
have tried this year to secure that its meaning and bearing 
shall be apparent to all The common criticism passed upon 
our courses for years past has been that they are too literary 
and have too little relation to the actual life of the student. 
The Universities Commission of 1902 investigated them 
carefully and they fully endoi'bed this criticism. They did so^ 
not only in respect of the lack of a proper bifurcation of 
courses into Science co*..-es and Liteiary courses (there was 
no need tor that in oiii ease for it liad already been done) 
but they also endoised this criticism in respect of the 
contents of the Arts courses. This is sufficiently apparent 
from the character of the ideil B.A course they laid down for 
our guidance. Their course reads as follows : — 

English 

Classical Language. 

Philosophy. 

Mathematics or { „ 

\ Political Economy. 
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If we leave out of account the few who elect Mathematics, 
this means for the great majority of the students in the E A 
a five-subject degree with two languages compulsory as over 
against our three-subject degree with two languages compul- 
sory In other words, the Universities Commission recom- 
mends that less tlian one half of the student’s time in College 
be devoted to language study. We are so far from this tlmt 
by our present BA. course we practically compel the 
student to give moie than two-thirds of his time in 
College to language study. We go even further and say 
that he may take his B A. degree without studying any- 
thing but languages. This I maintain is in flagrant 
contradiction of the recommendations of the Universities 
Commission as embodied in their ideal course. It is in fla- 
grant contradiction of the views of the Government of India 
which endorsed that lepo.t It is, I believe, contraiy to the 
expressed opinion of the Chancellor of this University him- 
self, one of the most able and distinguished members of the 
Universities Commission An objection may arise at this 
point which I must hasten to answer. The ideal course 
suggested by the Universities Commission makes classics 
compulsory while this suggested course of mine makes 
classics optional. May I ask you to note that classics is 
made compulsory in wliat is practically a five-subject degree ? 
If any advocate of compulsory classics will propose that two 
extra subjects be added to our degree so that instead of bein- 
a three-subject degree it too becomes a five- subject degree” 
and If he will convince me that this addition is immediately 
practicable or desirable then he will find me as strong an 
advocate of compulsory classics as he could wish No one 
however has e.er ventured to propose such an addition to our 
degree course, and I am still of opinion that the greater 
thoroughness made possible by our limitation to three 
subjects more than outweighs the advantages of the wider 
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course suggested by the Universities Commission. In these 
circumstances I am compelled to secuie the purpose of the 
Universities Commission of making the degx*ee less exclusive- 
ly liteiary in character and more in liarmou}’ with the actual 
conditions of life, by stipulating that amongst the three 
subject^ offered one language and literature and one only 
shall be compulsory I have been sometimes suspected I 
think of desiiing to eieate a soit of general knowledge degree. 
It should surely be a sufficient refutation of that suspicion, 
that I liave not ventured to go as far in that direction as tlie 
Universities Commission of 1902, 

The only answer I can conceive to tlie foregoing is that 
the practice of Oxford and Cambridge wanants our having 
a degiee largely if not wholly of a literary character. All 
I have to say to tliis that if sucli a justification of our 
excessively literary courses is to stand, then the public— in 

India be it remembered not entiiely an uneducated public 

are ail wrong, the Universitioa Gommisbion of 1902 is wrong, 
the Government of India aie wiong, the Chancellor of the 
University is wiong Facts like these, Sir, should surely^ 
make the most devoted disciple of Oxford and Cam biidge 
pause If he does so and will coosidei that we are here 
in India pi oviding for Indian students uheie higher education 
can seal cel y he said to have got beyond its beginning as a 
system, he will be convinced that no analogy could be more 
dangerous and misleading than that of Oxford or Cambridge, 
if followed without regard to essential and necessary differ- 
ences, I have frequently tried to make this point and I do not 
wish to dwell upon it unduly, but I shall state in as summary 
a form as I can what I conceive some of these essential 
differences to be : — 

(1) The Indian student staits his University career at 
16, The English student has, as a rule, two 
years longer at ,school. 


^ I ^ 
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,,2} No comparison can be drawn between the efficiency 
of the school education which is thus enjoyed 
for two years more and the school education 
which is as yet attainable in India. 

(3) What IS even more important than the direct 
instruction lecei^ed is the intellectual atmos- 
phere which the boys ha^e to breathe in scliool, 
in tlieii homes and in their social surioundings, 
Heie again no compaiison is possible between 
England and India 

The result of all this is that while in Eughind, the soil 
may be considered rich enough for the intensive culture of 
a more or less purely literary education, in India we ha\e 
to deal with a soil eompaiatively thin and pooi to which such 
methods as are pm^ued at Ovfoid aie bui ill-adapted and 
in which they can bo expected to pioluce only the soriiest 
of results. I notice by the way that Mi Gokhale in his 
last address on education called attention to this peculiarity 
of the educational situation in India 

But I need not discus-, the question in abstract terms. 
I have worked these excessively literary courses foi four years 
now and I have also experience of the munder, more general 
courses which they displaced in 1904, and my conviction has 
been shengthening that under piesent arrangements we are 
not doing the best we can for our students — that the B.A. 
turned out on the present line, is distinctly inferior to 
the B. A who used to combine hi. History with Political 
Economy with Philosophy or even with a Hcience subject. 
Ido not think my expeiience is at all singular in this res- 
pect. I am suie that tlie practical experience of most men 
actually engaged in teaching beais me out in my conten- 
tion that the Indian .student comes to College with an 
equipment of general information so poor that to compel him 
when in College to devote more than two-thirds of his time 
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to language study is to confirm him in the fault to which tie 
is already most prone - the dealing ’siith woids rather than 
with things— and to deny him what he most needs It is a 
shameful bquandering of an in valuable oppoitunity for the 
sake of what is notliing but a tiadition oi a prejudice. 

I am no enemy to classical language study in itself 
and, as I have said, I vould gladly see it made eompulsory if 
those wlio desiie that would also take the measuie suggested 
by the Universities Commission to prevent the B.A, from 
becoming too one-sided or liteiary in chaiacier. 

I am fiee I hope fioiu any piejudice in favour of my 
own subject, English Language and Liter atm e. That should 
be apparent from my putting that subject on precisely the 
same footing as classical language and iiteiaiure. 

It is indeed mj?" confident expectation that the study 
both of English and Classical Literature will distinctly bene- 
fit by the exclusion of the unwilling and the unfit. I know 
that I speak not only foi myself but for other teachers of 
my subject, when I say it is exceedingly desirable that the 
study of literary English should be an option. I have in my 
mind’s eye certain students of 1113^ oivn who by circumstances 
and training aie specially inclined to the study of Classical 
Language and Literature but who do not take at all kindly 
to English Literature, and having made classics compulsor}^ 
as far as the In termed] aie, it seems to mein the best interests 
of the further study of classics thtat those who desire to 
pursue that line of studj^ should not be hampered by a crowd 
of unwilling and uninterested class-mates I have brought 
in the Science option again because I am convinced that 
Science study to the level of the degree is invaluable as a 
means of culture, but I should liave added a proviso and I 
now ask permission to do so, that no student shall take the 
Science option who has not taken Science in the Inter- 
mediate. 
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I could say much on this point, but I refrain because I 
do not anticipate the chief opposition to this part of ray 
proposal to be made here. I shall only say that I liave to 
support ray inclusion of the Science option, the practice o^ 
every other University in India and the expressed opinion of 
the Government of India Tiiey deprecated avy change 
proposed by the Universities Oommission which would tend 
to the disoouiagement of the study of Science ; and the 
exclusion of the Science option from the B.A. was one of 
these changes. 

Mr. Pirk seconded tiie pioposal. 

Pandit Ikbul Kishen opposed the motion. He urged 
that we should follow the Universities Oommission and 
retain a Classical Language as compulsory. He held that 
the proposal would be prejudicial to the study of Classical 
Languages, as students would usually make a choice of English 
when the alternative was between English and a Classical 
l.anguage as in the motion. Since English not only provided 
a literary tiaiuing, but also was a (jualitication for import- 
ant posts, theiefoie the men who took up English would have 
an advantage over classical men. 

Ml. A rchbul'l said he could not go with Mr. Cameron on 
all points. He objected in the first place to a qualifying 
examination, as such a test was of very little value since it 
is extiemely difficult to fix a standard. He also expressed 
the belief that most students would perforce choose English 
and urged that those who took up English should not be 
denied admission to the classics, since natural gifts for the 
one subject wa^ the same as natural gifts for the other. He 
held that the course proposed by iMr. Cameron would not 
enlarge the scope of mind of the student, but thought that 
the present course in that lespect was preferable. Kegard 
ing a Science subject he expressed the opinion that Mathe- 
matics should not be divided from Science. 
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Mr, (?. iV. oppobed the separation o{ yoieiice 

from Matheiuatics On the point of a Scienee subject in the 
E.A. he urged that the opinion of the rniversitie-. Oonimis- 
bion was against Science in the B A. He added that Mr. 
C^ameron’b proposal would kill cla'>sical studies. 

Pi Ad ilyarum Bhutfacharya lose to oppose the throttling 
of olassies He expiessed the opinion that Mr. Cameron fol- 
lowed neitlier the suggestions of the Universities Cominissiou 
nor the Universities of Oxford and Cambridge. He held that 
the success of Indian students lu Ci\il derviet* Examinations 
and in University Examinations in England disproved the 
statements of Mr. Cameron regarding the defective atmosphere 
in India. He telt that Air. Canieiou’s position that we must 
destroy classics because we cannot Irave five subjects was 
. wrong. He pointed out that students in India would take 
English as against Classics because the latter did not pay, and 
that the eflfect of this proposal would be to take away even 
the short lease of life which Classics now has. 

Mr* Jmnings said that while he did desiie that Eng- 
lish Literature should be an optional subject he did not wish 
io have it so at tlie cost of killing classics 

Pt, Qamj'i Nath Jha alluded to the fact that Mr 
Cameron’s proposal seemed to put classico on a pedestal of 
equal height with that of Engli-'hand that therefore it might 
be thought that classics men should not oppose his proposal. 
He went on to say that he thought it would be very unwise 
to debar the classics men from English and pointed out that 
if a student did not have English, he would not be able to 
do serious study in classics. It seemed to him that Mr 
Camerons course was just as literary as the course which it 
sought to displace. 

p SuRffar Lai expressed his thanks to Air. Cameron 

|.| for presenting such an important matter for discussion. He 

I called attention to the fact that the University had been 
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clianging veiy fieqiiently dming the 23 years of its existence. 
TlioBe changes may have been due to eitliei too gieat liaste 
or to a real deshe to impio\ement. He wished to point out 
that Mr. Cameion\ scheme was weak at two points 
(1) The present course required a good knowledge of 
Englisli. lie considered it a weakness to make it possible to 
ha've a B.A. Degiee with less English than at piesent. He 
recalled the fact that when Literaiy English nas chopped 
from the B.Sc there was wjde-spiead objection. He iiigeti 
that students should be et|uipped with a good knowledge of 
English, (2) Again he lield that in piactice classics would 
huSer since ‘students must learn English in ordei to get on 
in the world, but they do not have to learn Classics for the 
same reason. Since the popularity of classics was waning 
under present conditions, he felt it would be a misfortune 
if classics were finthei hindeied. In conclusion he said that 
while he approved of Science in the B A yet he felt that 
Mr. Cameron’s pi'oposaL offered a very narrow s<*ope 

The Director of Pabltc I/isbvQtioo^ The Honble Mr. de (a 
FosbC Mr. Cameron has cited the Crovernment of India 
and the Univeisities Commission as in favour of his scheme 
The Universities (Jommi&sion did not approve Science in the 
B A. but approved a B.Sc. course His argument as to 
having the Universities Commissiou behind him therefore 
falls to the ground. European candidates would find the 
course proposed by Mr. Cameron too easy. I am sorry to 
be against Mr. Cameion. Yeais ago when I supported 
Mr. Knox Johnson’s proposal for a literaiy <*our»e in English, 
I was defeated by the eloquence of Mr. Cameron Now rlie 
position is exactly reversed.” 

Mr, Jesse said that he agreed to a literary course but 
was opposed to throwing out classics. If a man could not 
tako classics he could not go up for the LL. B, or VakiFs 
examination. He also opposed a Science subject in the B.A. 
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Re». Mr. Bite felt that it was an objection to the 
cour'r.e pioposed that if adopted it would peihaps be necessary 
for every College to teacli all subjects. 

Rri>. Dt KwitHj expressed liis entue sympathy that Mr. 
CHmeion’s proposal vith one exception, viz, that he would 
also put Classical Language among the optionals so that a 
student coukl choose English Liteiatiue and classics with a 
third subject It seemed to him most unfortunate that Uni- 
vet sity coutses weie to be deteimined on the basis on which 
classics was being tlefended by its advocates He felt that 
no one nad ausvveied Mi. Cameion’o convincing argument 
ihat the Univeisities Commission ought not to be quoted in

I cannot quite tmdei stand the neivonsness of the 
advocates ot tlie Classical Languages about the fate of these 
studies. It seems stiauge to me that the Piovinces which 
contain Benaies and Aiigaili —the iieadquaiteis of Oriental 
studies— should lequiie these studies to be bolsteied up by 
being made compulsory In no oilier pro\ince of India 
is there the same compulsion for classics to be taken in 
the R.A.

Ihe Meeting considered tlie following proposal by 
ilr. Jones That in the opinion of the Faculty it is 

Honours courses be instituted in connection 
with the Degree Examinations of the Allahabad University." 
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In presenting bis motion Mr. Jones called attention to 
the fact that the majority of successful candidates pass in the 
third division. He felt that there was too much drudgery in 
our course, that there was a lot of material to work up and that 
the suecehhful students were tsose who liave the best memory.

He called atten- 
tion to the fact that in tlie older Universities special books 
were assigned for special work in Honors As the ordinary 
course did not offer a complete field he urged that tin’s was 
a wise method. 

Mr. Cameron objected to Mr. Jones’ proposal on the 
ground that it sought to encourage specialisation previous to 
the B.A. and again quoted the Universities Commission which 
had expressed the opinion that specialisation should not. take 
place before the B.A. He also urged that the proposal if 
carried would interfere with the present M.A. as a means of a 
higher study He aUo pointed out how difficult it v\ ould be to 
teach an Honour’s course along with the ordinaiy course and 
remarked that when the number passing in the first division 
became large it would tlien be time enough to consider suck 
a scheme, 

Mi\ Jm0 felt that all that was essential in Air. Jones’ 
proposal would be met by the new system of marks which 
was now before the Syndicate for consideration. 

The motion was put to the vote and lost. 
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18. With reference to Syndicate resolution No. 69(c), 
dated the 10th March, 1909, the Meeting considered the 
question of framing I’egulations to cover details of the exa- 
mination for the degree of Doctor of Letters. 

It was resolved that consideration of the (|uestion be 
postponed.

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XIII. — The Minutes of the Meetings of the Benate held 
on the 8th January, 1909, were confirmed. 

XIV. — The Meeting proceeded to consider the following 
proposals by the Rev. Dr. Alexander Robertson : — 

(1) that in Chapter II, regulation 1, para, (d), the 

words ‘*of whom six shall lepiesent the 
Faculty of Arts and two the Faculty of 
Science’’ be amended to read ^^of vhom five 
shall represent the Faculty of Arts and three 
the Faculty of Science” ; 

(2) that in Chapter II, regulation 1, para, (e), the 

words *^of whom three shall represent the 
Faculty of Aits and one the Faculty of Science” 
be amended to read of whom two shall 
represent the F’aculty of Arts, two the Faculty 
of Science ” 

After some preliminary discussion the proposal was with 
the consent of the Meeting withdrawn by the proposer. 

XV — The Meeting considered the following proposals by 
M r. Cameron, Convener of the Board of Studies in Teaching : — 
(1) that a new regulation be inserted and numbered 
8 in Chapter VIII of the Regulations of 
the University — the present number 8 and 
the following regulations being re-numbered 
accordingly — and that the new regulation 
read as follows : — 

8. A College applying for affiliation in a course of 
studies in Teaching shall in its letter of appli- 
cation, in addition to the conditions prescribed 
in section 21 of the Indian Universities Act of 
1904, satisfy the Syndicate — 

(a) that *satisfactory provision Is made for giving a 
practical course in Physical Training to 
every student ; 
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(b) that, in addition to the arrangements for teaching 

the coarse prescribed for the written exami- 
nation for the L. T. degree, arrangements are 
made for the special study of the methods of 
teaching English and of at least two other 
subjects of the ordinary High School curri- 
culum ; 

(c) that a properly equipped practising school is 

attached to the College ; 

(2) that regulation 3, Chapter XX, be amended to 
read — Every candidate shall be required to 
have passed through a practical course of 
physical training and shall, further, in the 
presence of at least two Examiners appointed 
by the Board of Examiners, give satisfactory 
evidence of ability to manage a class. He 
shall give two lessons on subjects embraced in 
the curriculum of High Schools, one of which 
at least shall be on a subjeit in the methods of 
teaching which he has received special training 
in his College, 

The candidates shall receive due notice of the subjects 
in which they will be a&ked to give a lesson. 

The examination in the Practice of Teaching shall be 
conducted at the Training College at which the student was 
trained and the Examiners shall also take into consideration 
the record that has been kept at the College of the work done 
by the student during his course of trainings 

Mr, Cameron called attention to the fact that the pre- 
vious proposals of the Board of Studies in Teaching had been 
referred [to Mr. A. H. Mackenzie for suggestions, and that 
what he had now presented was the result of Mr, Mackenzie’s 
proposal# He asked that they should now be approved in 
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order that the changes might take effect from the opening of 
the Training College on July 9th, 1909. He asked permis- 
sion to insert the word general in (1 ) (i; second line before 
the word course/^ 

The Director of Public Inbtrvction, U, P. {The Hon^hle 
Mr, de la Fosse) proposed as an amendment that for the 
words ^‘on a subject in the methods of teaching which he 
ha*? received special training in his College^’ the words ‘^on 
the English Language be substituted ; and that the follow- 
ing be added ; — 

“ Candidates who desire to offer evidence of special 
fitness for teaching one or more branches of the High School 
curriculum may submit their names for special examination 
in the same. An indication of special qualifications for 
teaching one or more such branches will be given in the 
diplomas of successful candidates. In the case of a candi- 
date who presents himself for special examination the second 
lesson delivered before the Examiners shall be on one of the 
special subjects offered by him.” 

On being duly seconded the proposal as now amended 
was put to the vote and carried. 

XYL— Under section 19 of the Universities Act of 1904, 
the following applications for permission to appear at the 
University examinations were granted-— Appendix). 

XVII. — The Meeting proceeded to consider the following 
motions under clause (iii;, regulation 18, Chapter I, of the 
University Regulations 

{a) Proposal by Rev. Dr. Alex. Robertson— 

“ That the Senate assign Rev. Dr. Huntly to the Faculty 
of Science.^’ 

It was resolved that Rev. Dr. Huntly be so assigned. 

(h) Proposal by Pandit Ganga Nath Jha — 

That in Chapter XIII, section 6, of the Revised 
Regulations, to the list of subjects prescribed under II (2) (6) 
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after the wordv^ ‘ Logic and Physiology ’ the words ^ or, Logic, 
Deductive axitl Inductive’ be added.” ^ 

In moving bis proposal Pt. Ganga Xatli Jha urged that 
this change was necessary in oider that those Colleges which 
were not prepared to teach Physiology might retain Logic. 

Mr. Oameroi} moved to proceed to the next item on the 
Agenda. As the first vote on this proposal was uncertain a 
ballot was taken resulting in 21 ayes and 32 no^. Mr. 
Cameron then urged that no action be taken upon this motion 
until it had been regularly discussed in the Faculty of Arts. 

W.J, A'ichbold emphasised the need of an alternative 
course for Logic and Phy^^iology, 

Rev, Di\ Etoing pointed out that under the rule that a 
course must be notified two full years before an examination 
can take place in it, it would not be possible for this course 
if adopted to come into force before 1912, and therefore ha 
urged that there would be time enough to attend to the 
matter for 1912 by following the usual procedure and having 
the matter discus««ed in the Faculty of Arts in November. 

The Director of Pvblio Instruction V. P. (The Hon'hle 
Mr. de la Fosse) urged that the new course was too expensive 
and that action was at once necessary. He objected to wait- 
ing until Ncwembcr since it was possible that at that time 
the Faculty of Aits might not approve the proposal. He 
therefore felt that action should be taken at once. 

Mr. Mitiray held that it would be better to have the 
matter come up in the regular way. 

Mr. Ward pointed out that the subject had been dis- 
cussed in the Faculty of Arts, though perhaps not in the 
exact form as now presented. 

The motion was put to the vote and carried, 
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(c) Proposals by Eai Bahadur G. N. Chakravarfci— 

(1) That itt Chapter VII, regulation 6 of the Revised 
Regulations, the words “ through the Head of the Education 
Bepaitment be added after the words shall forward.’* 

(2) That a new Regulation be inserted after regula- 
tion 5, Chapter VII, to the following effect : — ■ 

The Inspector shall at least once every year satisfy 
himself that a recognised School is fulfilling all the condi- 
tions of recognition and shall report to the Registrar, through 
the Head of the Education Department, if the School is, in 
any way, falling short of the requirements,” 

In presenting his proposal Mr. Chakravarti urged that 
the first part of his proposal was merely formal and that it 
had been framed in order to put into words the present 
practice. As to the second part he felt that such a proviso 
was necessary as otherwise schools might satisfy conditions 
as to building, etc , one year and thus secure recognition and 
by the nest year be occupying quarters which would not be 
suitable. He urged that his proposal was in accordance with 
the action of the University in appointing Inspectors of 
Colleges, 

Ml-. WillitxmBon asked for a division of the question. 
While approving the first part as merely formal he doubted 
the wisdom of the second part. According to the proposed 
rule, the Inspector would have to enquire into the state of 
Laboratories, etc. As nothing had been issued by the Uni- 
versity as to minimum requirements for Science, he felt that 
the rule was not workable. He cited a recent case in his 
own experience where a Deputy Commissioner had asked for 
an estimate as to the expense that would be involved in 
undertaking the teaching of Science, but he had not been 
able to give the information. He felt that the parallel 
between the proposed duty of Inspectors and the Inspectors 
appointed by the University was not a just one. 
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i/r. Munay supported Mr. Williaioson in opposition to 
part second of the proposal. He felt that no action was 
necessary because according to Chapter VII, Regulation 6 
of the tJniveisity, all necessary infoimation could now be 
secured through the Head of the Educational Department 
As conditions of nognifcion were not published, Inspectors 
could no^ be supposed to act in the matter. 

The Honhle Pmulit Madan Mohan Malaviya opposed 
the second pait of the motion holding that the regulations as 
at present were sufficient. Under present conditions the De- 
partment could now report as soon as there was need. He 
felt that such a regulation would tend to frighten schools 
whereas what was needed was that they should be encouraged. 

Dr, Zi i-ud-din strongly opposed the motion because he 
felt that the action meant that the Inspectors of Schools 
would be practically recognised by "the University. He felt 
that that would create a dangerous duality of influence. 

Mr Ohakravarti in reply urged that his proposal was 
not an innovation, that Inspectors were already recognised 
m the legulations. 

On the proposal being put to the vote, the first part 
was earned and the second part /oC 

{d) Proposal by Mr. Cameron — 

*^That in pursuance of Resolution 19, of the Annual 
Meeting of the Faculty ot Arts held in November lash the 
following parenthesis beinseited in proviso (&) of Regulation 
13, Chapter HI, ^^fter the words ‘ from the date of appoint-* 
ment {i e , till the close of the Annual Meeting next to that 
at which they were appointed). 

Mr* Ommron pointed out that sometimes a co-opted 
member of a Faculty could not attend the Annual Meeting 
of his Faculty next following the Meeting in which he t;iad 
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been elected for the reason that the said Annual Meeting 
was held on a date which, counting from the ‘^date of 
appointment,” was a day or two over one year. It was to 
lernove that defect that the proposal had been made 

Mi, Guwja Pidhacl Vamm seconded the propo^'a!. 

The pioposal was then put to the vote and can laL 

{() Pioposal by Eai Bahadur Baij Nath — 

That legulation X, Chapter X, of the University 
Eegulations, legaiding the residence of students in licensed 
Hostels, be not interpreted to exclude the residence of school 
students in such hostels, provided they aie living with 
relatives, reading in a College or in separate quarters 
reserved for them.” 

In piesenting his proposal Rai Bahadur Baij Nath said : 

Theie are several Boaiding Houses in Agia built by 
public subsciiption raised by particular communities for the 
benefit of the students of those communities. These Board- 
ing Houses are under efficient management and under the 
general supervision of the Principal of the College. If 
school students are excluded from such Boaiding Houses 
they will not quite fulfil the object with which they were built 
and public benefaction in that line will be discouraged.” 

Rao Bahadur Si/artt Sandai Ltd seconded the proposal. 

The Director of Pabtic liibtructioH , U. P. {the lioiible 
Mn de la Fosse), pointed out that the proposal was unneces- 
sary as under regulation 1 (b), Chapter X, the Boarding Houses 
referred to could come under lodgings approved by the 
Principal.” 

The motion was accordingly withdrawn. 

XVIIL— The Registrar placed before the Meeting Gov- 
ernment Orders Nos 105, and 182, dated the 4th and I9th 
February, 1909, respectively, conveying the sanction of Gov« 
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ernment to the amendments to regulation (i), Chapter XVII, 
and regulation 7, Chapter IV, of the Univeisity Eegulations. 

It was resolved that the Government orders be recorded. 

XIX.— The Registrar placed before the Meeting the 
following recommendations of the Syndicate made at its 
Meeting of the 10th March, 1909 

(i) that the Christian College, Allahabad, be affiliated 
in Biology up to the B.Sc standard for a 
period of three years subject to the College 
^ undertaking to increase the equipment as the 

number of students increases and to a separate 
Professor for Biology being provided; 

(ii) that the Muir Central College, Allahabad, be 
affiliated in Biology up to the B Sc. standard, 
but until a suitable building and further equip- 
ment is provided the number in each class 
should be limited to 16 ; 

(iii) that the St. John’s College, Agra, be affiliated in 
Biology up to the B.Sc standard for two years 
and re-affilrated in Physics and Chemutry for 
two years on condition that the school classes 
taking Science are taught elsewhere tharr in the 
College Laboratories and provided that gas is 
laid on and a transfer of one of the College 
Laboratories is made before July 15th to another 
and suitable building. The Laboratories should 
be re-inspected previous to affiliation and re- 
afliliation respectively being granted. A separate 
Professor of Biology must be employed upon the 
staff. 

It was resolved that in the opinion of the Senate 

(a) the Christian College, Allahabad, should be affili- 
ated in up to the B.Sc. standard for a 

period of three years ; 

* p m 
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(i) the Muir Central College, Allahabad, should be 
affiliated in Bwloqy up to the B.So. standard ; 

(c) the St John's College, Agra, should be affiliated 
in Biology for two years and re-affiliated in 
Physics and Chemistry for two years.

That the sinn of Es. 76,000, or whatever may be the residue 
of the Queen Yictoria Memorial Fund for the Province of Agra, 
together with whatever interest may accrue thereon, hereafter, he 
banded over to the University of Allahabad intrust on the following 
conditions, vis, :~ 

1. That upon the deposit receipts maturing, the said sum be 
invested by the University as far as practicable in Government 
Promissory Notes. 

2. That out of the income of the said investment, one and 
more than one, if the income permits, Eeadership to be known as 
the Empress Victoria Eeadership be founded. 

The said Eeadership or Readerships shall be 
(a) tenable for three years ; 

(h) awarded to such students as the Syndicate may select 
out of those who may have passed the examination for 
the Degree of Master of Science or a higher degree in 
Science of the said University within three years 
preceding the date when the Eeadership is awarded; 

(c) the value of the Eeadei'.sMp shall be Es, 100 per mensem. 

5. The holder of the said Eeadership shall be required to pursue 
his studies and carry on researches in Science at a College to be 
approved by the Syndicate and he shall during the said term 
translate into Hindi or Urdu and print either a work on Science 
approved by the Syndicate or prepare an original book in the 
branch of Science studied by him and supply the University, lOO 
copies at cost price.

6. Candidates to whom the said Readerships are awarded shall 
be required to execute a bond m terms to be approved by the 
Syndicate undertaking to pursue their studies and carry on 
researches and to translate or prepare an original work in Science, 
in Ui'du or Hindi. If the Syndicate is satisfied that the holder of 
a Readership is not carrying out his undertaking in a satisfactory 
manner or if he resigns the Read(‘rship before the expiration of the 
term without any sufficient cause the Syndicate may require him 
to refund the money drawn by him as Reader or may dismiss 
him from the remainder of the i;erm and appoint any other suit- 
able person in his place.

next Meeting of the Faculty ; 

(ii) that the pure Persian Course prepared for the 

B.A^ examination be accepted subject to 
minor modifications to be discussed and 
reported on by the Board ; 

(iii) that the Board be authorised to move the 

necessary changes in the Kegulations for the 
introduction of a pure Persian Course and to 
prepare suitable courses for the Intermediate 
and the Matriculation examinations ; 

(e) that the report of the Board of Studies in Greeks 
Latin and Hebrew — that Ovid be read for 
Ovid’s Fasti in the books recommended for 
rapid reading for the Intermediate examination 
— be accepted. 

In this connection the Registrar placed before the 
Meeting the recommendation of the Board of Studies in 
Latin that the words ‘‘for rapid reading wherever they occur 
in Appendix B to the University Calendar, be deleted ’’ and 
that the words “ from these recommended books represent- 
ative passages will be set for translations/’ be substituted. 

In moving the proposal, the Convener of the Board, the 
Hon’ble Sir George Knox, said that he made the proposal in 
view of the report that students are seeking to treat the 
course of rapid reading as a text-book course. He said that 
in proposing a rapid reading course some years ago his pur- 
pose had been to secure a better knowledge of the language 
on the part of the candidates and to induce them to make 
themselves familiar with the authors named, with the periods 
in which they lived and with the style in which they wrote. 
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In seconding the proposal, Mr. Jesse pointed ont that in 
the Meerut College candidates under the present conditions 
were pressing for the books named for rapid reading to be 
taught as text-books. He therefore felt sure that the proposal 
of the Latin Board would put a stop to this condition of affairs. 

Mahamahopadhaya Pandit Adityaram Bhattacharya 
moved as an amendment a proposal by the Sanskrit Board 
that the sentence in the middle of page 36 of the University 
Prospectus for 1911 beginning with the words “ these passages 
etc.,’^ read as follows ; — 

These passages will not be taken from the prescribed 
text-books but from books recommended for rapid reading 
and from others of equal difficulty, 

ITurther that the same change be made for the Inter- 
mediate and B.A. examinations. 

The Eegistrar then read the action of the Board of 
Studies in Persian and Arabic approving the amendment 
proposed by the Sanskrit Board. 

Mr, Mulvany opposed rapid reading’^ altogether. He 
claimed that it made the course more difficult. 

The amendment was then put to the vote and carried. 

(/) that the report of the Board of Studies in History 
and Geography as now amended be accepted — 
(vide Appendix E). 

In submitting the Eeport of the Board of Studies in 
History and Geography the Convener drew the attention of the 
the Meeting to important alternatives that had been added to 
the courses in Ancient Indian History in the B.A. and M.A. 
Examinations. It was proposed that students taking these 
subjects should have the option of studying a small amount 
of Epigraphy from original inscriptions. This would be of 
material advantage in possibly inducing students to ptorsue

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historical research at a later date and would also link together 
the M.A. courses in History and Sanskrit. It was hoped 
that students who had taken their M.A. degree in one sub- 
ject might thereby be induced to take a second in the other.

The proposed new departure was strongly supported by 
the Dean of the Faculty who referred to the facilities already 
in existence for the teaching of Epigraphy. 

Dr. Horovitz proposed that the Board be requested to 
consider the advisability of prescribing for the M.A. courses 
of 1913 and subsequent years an alternative paper dealing 
with the history of Asiatic counties other than India, 

The proposal was seconded by Mr, Grardner Brown and 
carried unanimously. 

It was farther resolved that the Board of Studies in 
History and Geography be requested to consider the advisa- 
bility of recommending courses in English History and 
Ancient Indian History for the Intermediate examination of 
1913 and subsequent years and in English History for the 
B.A. examination of 1913 and subsequent years.

CORIVOCATION, NOVEMBER 18th, 1909 


The Hon’ble the Vice-Chancellor having declared Convocation 
open, the candidate for the Degree of Doctor of Letters, 
as well as the Arts, Science and Law Graduates of 
the year 1909, loere admitted to their respective Degrees 
in the usual manner. 


The Hon’ble the Vice-Chancellor then addressed 
the Convocation — 

iMumbkes of the Senate, Ladies and Gentlemen. 

Owing to the unlooked-for and much-to-be-regretted 
retirement of Mr. Justice Aikman in March last, through 
failing health and his consequent departure from India, 
the. Office of Vice-Ghaueellor of the University was rendered 
vacant in the middle of the Academic year ; and it has thus 
come about that, having accepted office at a moment’s 
notice at the request of His Honour the Chancellor, I find 
myself in the position of having to address you, in his 
absence, upon the working of an Institution of which I have 
had but very short acquaintance. 

In Mr. Justice Aikman, the University has suffered the 
double loss of an able and experienced Vice-Chancellor and 
of one of its oldest and most esteemed Fellows. Ever since 
the year 1896, when he first became a member of our Univer- 
sity, he was closely associated with the work of its adminis- 
tration, and those who have bad the privilege of serving 
with him upon the Syndicate, well know how constant and 
unremitting was his attention to business and bow valuable 
he ever proved himself in Council. He twjce filled the 
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bis well-earned leisure. Of him it may with truth De saia 
that he may look to have, in full measure, during his re- 
maining years, " that which should accompany old age as 
honour, love, obedience, troops of friends. 

Turning now to the events of the Academic year, the 
Boards of Studies have been unusually busy. 

The extremely interesting and valuable address which 
our Chancellor delivered last year to Convocation, has stimu- 
lated reform in most branches of study. It is perhaps too 
soon yet to measure the influence of that memorable speech, 
but we may see it working in the new tendency to lay down 
Syllabuses, in the lower courses particularly, instead of 
prescribing the study of text-hooks. On the next occasion 
that; he does US the honour to address us, he will, I feel sure, 



for tbe several University Examinations will be considered. 
Hitherto, there is no doubt that Courses have sometimes been 
adopted with undue haste and without giving sufficient 
opportunity to the general body of Fellows^ and particularly 
those of them who are interested as teachers, to eonsider the 
merits of the new proposals. In future, there should be no 
grounds of complaint on this seofe. The Convener of a 
Board of Studies will have ample time in which to collect 
opinions for the consideration of his Board, and the Fellows 
will be furnished with the proposed Courses some weeks 
before they come up for final discussion* The inclusion of 
text-books in our Courses which are open to serious objec* 
tion should be rendered almost impossible under the neW 
system of working. 

Those interested in the education of girls will be grate- 
ful to the University for agreeing, on the representations 
of a number of Head-Mistresses, to add a Modern European 
Language — French, German or Italian, as an alternative sub- 
ject for female candidates for the degree of Bachelor of 
Arts. 

The Chancellor’s words regarding the importance of 
encouraging the study of the modern languages of India 
among Indian candidates have not been forgotten, and the 
Faculty of Arts is seeing to it that the Vernaculars shall 
receive more attention in future. 

Signs of vigorous growth are not Wanting to show that 
Allahabad University is marching steadily forward with the 


The requirements for the affiliation of Colleges for tho 
degree of Licentiate in Teaching have been defi.nitely laid 
down by regulation, and in the Government Highe|(Grade^ 
Training College at Allahabad, we possess already one insti- 
tution which comes up to* our standareL I ' i " |f ^ ' I ' ; ; I 
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A new departure was made last year in the iBclusion of 
EcoBomics as a subject for post-graduate studjj and it is 
a matter for congratulation that the Mohammedan Anglo- 
Oriental College^ Aligarh, has lost no time in qualifying 
for affiliation in that subject up to the M.A. standard. 

The growing popularity of scientific studies is shewn 
in the eagerness with which Colleges are seeking affiliation 
for the B.Sc. degree. Biology, a subject lately introduced 
into the Courses for this degree, has proved very attractive ; 
but it is necessary to utter a word of warning to those whose 
ambitions appear to be out-running their capacity. The 
University must, in the best interests of Science, insist npon 
a strict compliance with all its requirements before affilia- 
tion in any branch of Science can be granted. Therefore, 
to prevent disappointment, a College should be careful to 
provide all that may be necessary for securing affiliation 
before opening classes in the new subject. 

Turning now to the subject of Examinations. The 
results of the Examination for the M.A. degree are certainly 
disappointing. That no more than 24 candidates should 
present themselves for this degree, and that only 14 M.A* s 
should be turned out in a year seems to point to some lack 
of enthusiasm for higher studies. It is satisfactory, however, 
to find that the institution of a Previous Examination and 
the lengthening of the Course of Study for the M.A. Exa- 
mination have not acted as a deterrent, for the number 
appearing at the Previous Examination aie actually greater 
than those appearing at the M.A. Examination. In this 
there is hope for the future 

The decline in the popularity of Sanskrit continues, I 
regret to say. In two years only one candidate has qualified for 
the M.A, degree. It is not that sufficient or suitable provisfop 
lor ihsfcruction in Sanskrit does not exist, nor that Sehpl^^’- 
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ships have not been provided on a generous enough scale for 
poor and meritorious students. I am afraid that the reasons 
for the decline is that the conditions of modern life offer 
no adequate reward for proficiency in Oriental Classics. 
The spirit of the age is too severely practical for much 
account to be paid to learning for its own sake. But what- 
ever may be the cause, it is something of a slur that 
Sanskrit, the language of their religious books, should have 
almost ceased to exercise its attraction over the minds of 
young Hindu scholars. But if the interest in pure scholar- 
ship is waning, that in subjects of direct utility, is as we 
might expect, increasing rapidly. The number appearing 
for the LL.B. Examination has increased and, what is far 
more satisfactory, the number that passed in 1908 was 
very greatly in excess of that of the pre.vioiis year. The 
growth in the number of candidates for the B.Sc. Exami- 
nation has been quite remarkable, but the state of their 
preparation for the test was, I am sorry to say, less satis- 
factory ; for only 40 passed out of 141 candidates. 

Science is not a subject to be lightly pursued, and 
students must be taught to realise that painstaking and 
accurate work patiently continued, is of the very essence of 
scientific study. 

A curious and regularly recurring feature of our 
Examination results is the slaughter — I can find no other 
word to describe it — of candidates for the Intermediate 
^Examination. This year, too, the failures have been heavy. 
The capriciousness of Examiners cannot fairly be held to 
account for it, for there is no reason for supposing that it 
would manifest itself more in this Examination than 
in any other. It must be due to one of two things ^ or 
perhaps to both. Either Colleges do not make proper 
arrangements for instructing Intermediate students or the 
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standard of the E.n trance Examination is too' low. As to tire* 
latter, we may justly hope that the recently introduced* 
Bchool Leaving Certificate will work an improvement in 
the teaching in Schools, and so provide the University with 
better grounded and better qualified Matriculants. If the 
percentage of passes at the Intermediate Examination 
does not improve in spite of the better quality of the School 
candidates, we shall have to blame the teaching in Colleges- 
for the poor results. 

I would suggest that the University Inspectors, when 
paying their next round of visits to Colleges, should look 
narrowly into the arrangements for the instruction of First 
and Second Year students.. 

It is possible that in their anxiety to provide for the 
teaching of higher classes, some Colleges may be- sacrificing,, 
to some extent, the work in the Intermediate stage. 

As to the University activities as distinct from those 
of Colleges, the scheme of centralising Legal Studies in the 
University Law School has still some serious obstacles to 
overcome, notably the want of proper lecture rooms, a good 
Library and suitable Hostels. Apart from the reproach 
that we have no habitation, but are dependent on the 
courtesy of the Muir College for the accommodation of 
our Law Classes and our University Meetings, the Law 
Classes have grown so large that they can no longer be* 
properly accommodated in any of the class-rooms of the 
College. A splendid site has been provided, and Sir Swinton- 
Jacob has prepared plans for buildings worthy of the 
University ; but, alas ! the funds possessed by the Univer- 
sity fall far short of what is required. Urgent as is the 
necessity for University accommodation, I trust that none of 
’ ns will ever see shoddy or unworthy Uuiverj»ity buildings- 
' erected in Allahabad. Surely,' there must be* some in the* 





vast district served by this University, who would take 
pride and pleasure in having their names associated with 
the education of their fellow-countrymen. To help in 
carrying out Sir Swinton Jacob’s beautiful design will afford 
an opportunity to pious benefactors. 

Yon will not demand from me, with my short acquaint- 
ance with University affairs, an exhaustive addi’ess ; indeed, 
I shall not have the hardihood to inflict it upon you. 
There is only one other matter upon which I wish to 
make a few remarks. That matter is the conduct of 
University business. In my brief experience, I have formed 
the opinion that in some parts of the work it is neither 
so conveniently arranged nor so successfully accomplished 
as it might be. Without going into details, I think that 
the work of Sub-Committees is rather haphazard. There 
is no lack of interested workers, bub reports are not always 
received in good time or in proper form, and the disposal of 
matters in the Syndicate and the Faculties is delayed, and 
sometimes the work is even brought to a standstill on this 
account. Then again, the Syndicate does not meet often 
enough, with the result that when it does meet it is fre- 
quently swamped with a mass of more or less urgent busi- 
ness demanding careful consideration, which has to be dis- 
posed of in haste. At the risk of adding to the work, I am 
inclined to think that these are matters that require 
investigation by a representative Committee. In the past, 
on the whole, the University has been well served by those 
who do work for it, whether that work be with or without 
remuneration, but it cannot be denied that mistakes do 
occur, which might be avoided with ordinary care. When 
it is found necessary, for instance, to publish a long supple- 
mentary list in supersession of published Examination 
results, there is danger of shaking public confidence m‘the 
conduct of our Examination. , ■ ■ , ■ ^ .1 III llli 4 - 



Since the passing of the Universities Act of 1904, the 

work of administration has vastly increased and heavy calls 
are made upon the time of the Fellows. I fear that the 
existing machinery is not equal, in all respects, to the work 
it has to perform, but the best way to prevent a breakdown 
is for us to realise how much depends upon our doing, each 
one of us, all we can, as carefully and thoroughly as possible. 

We have before us the great and inspiring example of 

Oxford University where, to use the words of its present 
(Chancellor, the exiguity of the provision made for the Univer- 
sity Staff is one of the wonders of the world. Yet we all 
the work is carried on with unflagging
